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IRATE RESIDENTS DEMAND | 


SLAUGHTER HOUSE OUSTER 


Residents of Sandwich West 
have threatened civil action to 
drive a slaughter house out of 
the township. 


On Tuesday, September Ist, 
more than 20 housewives and 
residents formed up outside 
the packing house in protest to 
the foul odours which they 
claim is making péople sick. 

Max Grumpich, owner of 
the slaughter house which is 
located on Charles street, just 
off Howard avenue in Sand- 
wich West township, main- 
tains he is complying with all 
the health regulations. This 
slaughter house has been op- 
erating in this location since 
1944, Mr. Grumprich put in 
special lime pits and an under- 
ground tile drain last year, 
Mr. Grumprich said his slaugh- 
ter house is inspected regular- 
ly by government and health 
officers and “they say this is 
one of the cleanest slaughter 
houses this side of Toronto,’” 
he said. 


Hugh Lambert of Reming- 
ton Park, spokesman for the 
group of irate residents, told 
Reeve Lawrence Brunet that 
the Sandwich West council 
could correct the situation by 
refusing to renew gthe permit 
to slaughter. 


Reeve Brunet said “It's not 
so easy. The slaughter house 
was built and in operation be- 
fore any building restrictions 
were imposed, and there must 
be grounds for revoking a 
licence’. 


Residents signed a petition 
which was presented to the 
council Tuesday evening. 

Reeve Brunet said he would 
consult with the District Me- 
dical Officer from Toronto to 


see what can be done to relieve 
this situation. The only alter- 
native would be for the resi- 
dents to enter a civil action 
against the owner of the 
slaughter house. i
